House Votes 
Self Relief 
From Taxes 


No Debate When 
Measure Voted; 
See Opposition 


WASHINGTON (&)— The 


house of representatives, 
which since last February has 
kept bottled up a bill for in- 
dividual tax reduction, has 
voted to give its own mem- 
bers substantial tax relief. 


But the senate may knock the 


plan in the head, as it did last 
year. 


Without debate and with no au- 


dible opposition, the house voted 
Monday to allow members of con- 
gress to deduct all their Washing- 
ton expenses when they figure out 
their tax bills. They could deduct 
lodging, food, taxicabs, telephone 
charges and so on for themselves 
but not for their families. 


For tax purposes, their legal res- 


idences would be in their home 
districts, and all Washington Ix- 
penses would be considered busi- 
ness expenses and deductible for 
tax purposes. Congress members 
may now deduct up to $3,000 a 
year as Washington expenses. 


The tax relief proposal was writ- 


ten into the annual appropriation 
bill to finance congress. It was 
proposed by Rep. McCormack (D- 
Mass), who long had advocated a 
pay raise for congressmen on the 
ground that they have 
difficulty 


making ends meet on their pres- 
ent $15,000 official income. 


A similar proposal was added by 


the house last year to the same 
bill, but the senate knocked it out 
and the result was the compromise 
allowing members of congress to 
deduct up to $3,000 as business ex- 
penses.

misery there. 


His voice filled with emotion, 


the 
77-year-old chancellor 
who 


stands for a Germany united in 
alliance with the free world, de- 
clared: 


"With weapons, an unarmed, de- 


fenseless people can be beaten to 
the ground, but their will, their 
determination, 
will never bow." 


He added: 


"The 
whole world has 
been 


shown that Germans will not be 
slaves. The whole world has been 
shown that they will no longer 
bear tyranny, that the period of 
totalitarian rule over the Germans 
is past." 


The gieat crowd stood in hushed 


silence. Police said there were 
50,000 even before the service be- 
gan. 


The chancellor added: 
"All Germans behind the Iron 


Curtain call to us not to forge 
them."" We will never rest—this I 
swear for the whole German poo 
pie—until they again have free 
dom, until all Germany is again 
united in peace and freedom."

The 
first visitor to benefit from the new freedom will bo Mrs. Perle Mosta, 
President Truman's party-giving minister to Luxembourg.

The order gave no indication 


that the Soviet's tight policy on 
admission of foreign visitors was 
being relaxed.

been given entry visas.

Thoie was no immediate indi- 


cation from Washington that the 
Soviet move would he followed by 
similar U. S. action. Countering 
Moscow, the U. S. since March, 
1052, has required all Soviet offi- 
cialsjo get State and Defense De- 
partment permission before travel- 
ng more than 25 miles from Wash- 
ngton or New York City. Oilier 
N'ATO nations have followed suit.

N. camps, Rhee said:

thank me for it instead of calling 
me a violator. Did anyone repre- 
senting the U. N. or the U. S. ever 
raise the question as to what the 
Communists did with our prisoners 
of war? 
No one did question the 


violation of all international law 
by ihe Communists but everyone 
s brave to condemn me as a vio- 
lator. 
I do not understand such

East Berlin was better off than 


most areas, but with two policing 
Russian armored divisions living 
off what was available the city 
was short of bread and potatoes. 
Refugees described conditions in 
many Soviet zone cities as catas- 
trophic. 


Farmers, browbeaten for years 


by arbitrary Communist quotas, 
were reported withholding their 
produce from central state collec- 
tion points, bringing extension of 
the Red army's martial law to the 
agricultural belt. 


Farmers also were said to be 


making behind-the-fence deliveries 
of food to workers and their fami- 
lies in distressed areas. 


Arrest* Continue 


The wave of arrests and execu- 


tions continued. The anti-Red un- 
derground estimated 16,000 alleged 
strike leaders were behind bars. 


The latest death penalty reported 


was meted out to Communist May- 
or H. W. Hartmann of Doebernitz, 
in Saxony-Anhalt. He was the first 
party official reported engulfed in 
the wave of terror and the 22nd

CATTLE 


Illinois females and bulls: 
Tuberculosis—Negative 
to test 


within 90 days of exhibition unless 
originating in accredited herd, or 
originating in a negative herd and 
cattle for exhibition were negative 
to test within one year of exhibi- 
tion. 


Brucellosis—Females and bulls 


over six months of age negative to 
test within 90 days of exhibition 
unless from accredited or certified 
herd, or unless cattle are under 30 
months of age and officially calf- 
hood vaccinated. Brucellosis sus- 
pects are not permitted to show. 


Scabies—No cattle infested with 


scabies mites shall be brought into 
or exhibited within the state of 
Illinois. 


Steers—Tuberculosis and bruccl- 


tissue vaccine or crystal violet 
vaccine not less than 14 days' nor 
more than six months prior to ex- 
hibition, provided that pigs treated 
by either of the last two methods 
were at least eight weeks of ago 
at time of vaccination.

Illinois sheep—Inspection by a 


veterinarian within 90 days of ex- 
hibition and free from scabies or 
any contagious, infectious or com- 
municable disease and not recently 
exposed to scabies. 


HOUSES 


Illinois h o r s e s 
(exhibition)— 


Health certificate showing animals 
to be free trom transmissible dis- 
eases as determined by physical 
examination, and that the-y are not 
infected with or exposed to swamp 
fever (equine infectious anemia). 
Certificate will be accepted for ex- 
hibition purposes for a period of 90 
days from date of inspection. 


1'OLLTKY 


Exhibition requirements for all 


live poultry: 


1. AH entries to a show or exhi- 


bition shall be accompanied by a 
declaration or certification from 
owner or exhibitor that, to the best 
of his knowledge, the poultry en- 
tries and source flock or flocks are 
free fiom any evidence of, and 
were not recently exposed to. New- 
castle disease or any other in- 
fectious or transmissible disease— 
the certification to be based on in- 
spection made within at least five 
days of admission to each show or 
exhibition. Certificate will be fur- 
nished with the August issue of 
your "4-H News Notes." 


2. The certificate or declaration 


shall contain the date of inspection, 
name and address of the owner or 
exhibitor, name and location of 
show; also the number, breed, spe- 
cies and identification band num- 
ber of each bird to be exhibited. 


3. All crates, boxes or containers 


and vehicles used for transporting 
the poultry to a show shall have 
been thoroughly cleaned and dis- 
infected. 


4. All entries upon admission to 


a show shall be examined by an 
accredited veterinarian employed 
by the management of the show, 
who shall also receive and ex- 
amine all health certifications nee- 
essary for admission of entries to 
a show. 


5. At the close of a show, all cer- 


tificates to be sent to Division of 
Livestock Industry, Springfield.

W A S H I N G T O N tfl-A bitter 


struggle in America's farm world 
today is moving: toward a supreme 
teat 
of 
President 
Eisenhower's 


campaign pledge to give farmers a 
new agriculture program. 


Tha fight is being waged from 


the grassroots of the farms to the 
halls of congress with make-or- 
break intensity. The final decision 
will come next year when congress 
must extend or revise the present 
laws governing the farm program. 


The fight revolve* around the 


federal governnient'* program of 
high and rigid price MiipporU for 
the 'ha»ic crop* of wheat, corn, 
cotton, tobacco, rice and pea- 
nut*. Thi* program evolved dur- 
ing 20 year* of Democratic ad- 
mlnl*tration.* 
But the Eisenhower forces—led 


by Secretary of Agriculture Ezra 
Taft Benson—want to revise it be- 
cause they are convinced high and 
rigid price props encourage the 


production of huge surpluses, pro- 
mote wasteful farm practices, and 
price products out of markets, par- 
ticularly foreign markets. 


Change Called For 


On the one side, the Eisenhower 


administration and its supporters 
say there must be a change in 
the basic approach to prosperity 
for the farmer. 
In its simplest 


terms, 
the 
Benson 
philosophy 


holds the farmer should rely more 
on his own good sense and busi- 
ness ability and less on govern- 
ment subsidy to realize a' truly 
sound farm economy. It is argued 
that the trend has been more and 
more toward government controls 
—and that this trend 
inevitably 


will lead to complete government 
domination of the farm economy. 


On the other *ld«-, opponents 


claim the high support program 
was built up carefully over the 
years by both Republican* and 
Democrat* and reflect* that the 
farmer think* i* best for himself 
and the consumer. 
They say it has worked well. 


with some exceptions, and argue 
that the farmer is entitled to gov- 
ernment help in achieving a fail- 
income. 
They assail the Eisen- 


hower-Benson 
philosophy as 
a 


threat'to economic gains made by 
the farmers since the black days 
of the depression. 


Support* Approved 


Both sides believe in the use of 


price supports as a device to help 


the farmer. This method of bol- 
stering farm income has become 
accepted as a way of life in the 
agricultural world. 
It is agreed 


that in the interest of a sound na- 
tional economy the federal govern- 
ment must at least guarantee the 
farmer the equivalent of a mini- 
mum wage for his production.

for his effort.

Inflationary 
force* 


have reduced the buying power 
of the dollar. 


Eisenhower pledged in his cam- 


paign to help farmers obtain 100 
per cent of parity "m the market 
place." He didn't say it would be 
done with price supports or sub- 
sidies and he gave no details on' 
how this goal would be reached. 
But it was a pledge that neither 
farmers nor politicians are apt to 
forget. 


What remains

Rosenbergs Received More Justice 


Than They Cave 


Few trials in American history have aroused the emo- 


tional storms that surrounded the case of the convicted atom 
spies, Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, in its final stages. A good 
deal of the emotion flowed from confusion and ignorance 
about the case. 
That was partly so because the Communists saw in it 


an opportunity for a propaganda holiday. While the Rosen- 
bergs lived, they screamed that the two were the victims 
of a "frame-up," of racial prejudice, of the harsh cruelties 
alleged to reside in the American system of justice. Now 
that they have been executed, the Reds will seek with all 
their power to martyr the pair. 


But the facts point the other way. Two other convicted 


spies, Harry Gold. Red courier, and David Greenglass, Mrs. 
Rosenberg's brother, testified that the Rosenbergs played a 
crucial part in the transmission of atomic secrets to Russia. 


After himself weighing all the evidence, the trial court 


judge. Irving Kaufman, declared that Julius Rosenberg was 
the""prime mover" in the American phase of the conspiracy 
to hand Russia our secrets. That conspiracy also involved 
two convicted British spies, the scientists Klaus Fuchs and 
Dr. Allan Nunn May.

Not many convicted Americans ever employed the ma- 


chinery of judicial appeal more exhaustively than did the 
Rosenbergs. Their lawyers raised 25 different points of law 
in seeking to set aside the verdict. Four separate times the 
Supreme court declined to review this decision and the af- 
firming ruling of the appeals court. Three stays of execu- 
tion were granted, and a fourth was vacated after 24 hours. 
Two bids for clemency from the White IIouso were made, 
and turned down. Ali this consumed more than two years 
from the time of their conviction. 


Since the greatest judicial minds in the land reviewed 


the evidence and did not overturn the verdict, it must fairly 
be assumed that the Rosenbergs' guilt was substantiated. A't 
the end. only the question of the trial judge's right to impose 
the death sentence was raised, and the high court decided, 
6 to 3. that he had the right. 


Kaufman imposed the maximum penalty because he be- 


lieved the Rosenbergs' crime was a supreme one. He felt 
they may have opened the way to the A-bomb slaughter of 
millions of free peoples. He could imagine no worse crime 
against civilization.

Never before in peacetime America had spies been ex- 


ecuted. Some sincere people protested on that score, others 
made clear their abhorrence of capital punishment. 


But the American system of justice countenances it. Tf 


the penalty applies, the only question is: "Were the accused 
proved guilty? Was the verdict just?" 


If the answer is yeg, then no American, whether judge 


or citizen, should fear to stand up for the result. It'is no 
argument to declare: "The Communists will use this against 
us. People ill-France and India and places like that won't un- 
derstand." 


A system of justice cannot be tempered to fit the transi- 


tory moods and opinions of either a nation's own citizenry 
or that of other lands. It must be founded on principle and 
have large elements of stability and permanence. 


The Rosenbergs received the full measure of American 


justice. They got from their country far more than they gave 
it in return.

More Work of Same Kind Done by N. Y. Crime Probers 
In Waterfront Inquiry Needed Elsewhere, Pejjler Says 


Joe Ryan, the piesident of the International Longshoremen's asso- 


ciation and many other individuals have been indicted in state and fed- 
eral courts on vauoiis charges arising from the investigation of rot- 
ten conditions of the New York-New Jersey docks as disclosed by the 
New York State Crime commission. 


The defendants include even Douglas Yates, a naturalized Ameri- 


can of English origin, who worked hard for ;i relatively low salary 
for a steve-dormg company which was hand-in-glove with the rack- 
eteeis of a number of seaports for yeais. 


The stevedoring companies, which load and unload ships by con- 


tiacl have been a part of a conupt system and it cannot be claimed 


with any plausibility that they were unhappy vic- 
tims of extortion by the unioneers. They got along 
with the racketeds in a social, persona*! and busi- 
ness lelatmnship and weie no mote willing to dis- 
turb a situation that was comfoitable to them than 
the movie magnates weie in Hollywood under the 


of Bioff and Browne. 


Theie is no demarcation between bribery and 


extortion in such situations in the many industries 
which are hosts to the same general corrurption 
and the employers and racketeers share a common 
moral and intellectual standard. 


tt».ti.r,»k txi,, 
Captain Yates was aware in a vague way. that 


it was impioper to a fastidious person to bribe union officials" to re- 
frain from impeding his overall work of getting ships turned around 
without unnecessary delay which, of couise. runs into big money bv 
the minute. But he did not make these customs, he saw that the'pub- 
lic officials of the port and city of New York were indifferent to the 
conditions that he had to meet, and he had a sick wife and a lame 
back which made it necessary for him to labor up ladders and gang- 
planks wearing a corset on a metal frame. 


In shoit. this minor employe of an American company with strong 


political connections in the city which claims to be the gieatest in the 
United States, had neithei the disposition nor the responsibility to re- 
form the water-front. Had he tried he probably would have been fired 
and had he peisisted he probably would have b»en murdeied. Cap- 
tain Yates followed the sea a long time under the British flag and 
holds a master's license. 


There is no possible doubt of 


Ryan's guilt although, of course, 
he deserves and will get his day 
in court. He has been a two-hand- 
ed grafter for years but not only 
his character as it is known to 
those who know him at all. but 
the levelations before the crime 
commission, excuse Ryan as a 
thick ignoramus who took his graft 
because it was there for him and 
because in his spheie in this world 
he was expected to take it. 


The four commissioner's, Wilkin- 


son, 
Muliooney. 
Proskauer 
and 


Osborne. ran a good investigation 
and Mulrooney, a former pnlire 
commissioner, and Judge Pros- 
kauer. also wise in the quaint ways 
and ethics of the politico-criminal 
underworld of an inscrutable me- 
tiopolis. deserve a star on their 
citations for keeping a straight 
face 
during 
the 
proceedings. 


Either of them could have un- 
folded a supplementary tale on the

Chipping Is Cracking Whip

Most chip shots are done with 


the 4, 5 and 6 iron* because they 
have less loft, will keep the ball 
low. and make it roll better. 


The club is determined by th* 


amount of roll needed. The object 
is to hit the ball as close as pos 
sible to the near edge of the green, 
depending on the roll to take it 
to the vicinity of the hole.

Quite often this is done deliber- 
ately in order to keep the flight 
of the ball low to the ground and 
herefore on a more nearly true 
course to the hole.

Serious Problem 


It was the greatest demonstra 


tion against Russian control of the 
satellite* since the war. It nevei 
theless created A serious problem 
for the Western Allies on the ques 
tion of reunifying Germany. 


This- was a haunting question 


ever since the war. when Russia 
held East Germany and the United 
States, France and Britain occu 
pied three zones which make up 
West Germany. 


Eventually the Western Allies 


set up the West German Repub 
lie; the Russians created a pup 
pet East German government. On 
both sides of the line millions of 
Germans longed /or a single, re 
united Germany. 


But a new, free, independent 


and 
united Germany—linked in 


with the West—would be the great 
est economic and military barrier 
to any Russian, moves 
against 


Western Europe. 


Reason to Stall 


It is no wonder the Reds have 


stalled on agreements to let the 
Germans, East and West, have 
free elections to set up their own, 
single government. The public dis- 
play of how the East Germans 
feel about them 
will 
probably 


make them now even more re- 
luctant to permit reunification. 


The West Germans, or many of 


them, felt a need for some mili- 
tary defense against Russian am- 
bitions in the West. The French 
wanted no part of a new German 
army on their frontiers. 


When the groundwork was laid 


for setting up a single Western 
European army—united under one 
command 
troops from 
various 


western countries, including Ger- 
many—Western Germany's Chan- 
cellor Adenauer agreed. 


But France backed away from 


even that kind of set-up. And the 
single European army idea has 
been losing ground. Now as a re- 
sult of the riots Germans, East 
and West, renew their demands for 
unification. 


This makes tougher going for 


the U. S-, which supported and 
urged the single European army 
plan when it became plain reuni- 
fication was a long way off.
